New shopping, 
office complex 
wins approval

A shopping center with professional offices 
planned for the southwest corner of Grove Avenue 
and Foothill Boulevard got the green light Monday 
night from the Upiand City Council. 

The council members’ approval included a zone 
change from commercial-professional to highway 
commercial for seven of the nearly 20 acres of the 
proposed project, and a conditional use permit for 
three restaurants, one supermarket with adjoining 
Shops, an auto service center, a movie theater and 
medical offices. 

Labeled the “Upland Town and Country Plaza” 
by developer Commerical Devco Inc., the project is 
bordered on the south by San Bernardino Road and 
on the west by Memorial Park. The medical offices 
are proposed for the southern portion of the 
development, with the supermarket and restaurants 
facing north to Foothill Boulevard. 

The only opposition to the project was voiced by 
George Darling, resident of the mobile home park 
immediately south of the development site. He 
objected to access to the center from two points on 
San Bernardino Road. 

“We've already had enough left-turn accidents in 
front of the park as it is,” Darling commented. “San 
Bernardino Road is already heavily trafficked. The 
road is really not particularly suited to heavy 
traffic.”’ 

In other action, the council denied a request by a 
San Antonio Heights developer to connect several 
homes outside the city to Upland’s sewer lines. 

The council agreed that San Antonio Heights 
should soon become a separate sewer assessment 
district of the Chino Basin Municipal Water District. 

The council also allocated $500 to assist the cities 
of Antioch and Pittsburg in their opposition to 
AB699, which stripped the city’s authority to regu- 
late cable television rates. These cities are challeng- 
ing the law’s constitutionality in court.

Take trip to the Palm Springs Tram

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“abridged’’ version of William Shakespeare’s ‘‘Mac- 
beth,” in honor of the playwright’s 415th birthday 
Friday. The students have been studying Shake- 
peare’s writings several months and were eager to 
prepare a production for the Open House. 

The students wanted to do ‘‘Macheth” because it 
has so many facets of a classic Shakespearian 
drama — sorcery and ghosts, power struggles, 
pageantry and battles on the field. But the Royal 
Theatre in London takes at least three hours to 
present Macbeth, so some editing was needed. 


The students themselves combined true Shakes- 
pearian dialogue, an edited student version, and a 
story version of the play to create their 30-minute 
production, Olson said. Chaffey High School donated 
a few costumes and the props; tireless parents 
designed and constructed. most of the outfits. Olson 
selected the cast, and the students rehearsed nearly 
four weeks. 

This Macbeth still has the classic lines: ‘‘Double, 
double, toil and trouble,” “Out cursed spot!,’’ to 
name but a few. And it has all the drama, complete 
with scheming witches bathed in red light and the 
bloodied ghost of Banquo accusing his murderer. 

But this Macbeth has something with which 
Shakespeare could have saved much time; a narra- 
tor ties the scenes and action together, clarifying 
what could be a very confusing tale. (Kindergarte- 
ners watching Monday’s dress rehearsal still looked 
confused, although they seemed to enjoy.) 

These aspiring thespians will present their only 
performance, for 25 cents admission, Thursday from 
7 to 7:30 p.m. in the school audtorium. And several

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Chaffey counselors warn 


that cuts could be costly

Counselors in the Chaf- 
fey Joint Union High 
School District say hopes 
of saving money could be 
wiped out if the counsel- 
ing program is cut back 
next year. 

During a hearing -Mon- 
day, representatives of 
the Chaffey Pupil Person- 
nel Association appealed 
a board decision that 
could reduce counseling 
services because of 


_projected funding cuts. 


Trustees voted March 2 
to notify 13 counselors 
that their jobs may not be 
open next year. 


Representing 36 counse- 
lors, the association 
maintains that program 
cuts couid lead to unex- 
pected results such as 
loss of state funding and 
a lessening of the schools’ 
ability to react toe student 
problems. 


A key to the counselors’ 
presentation was the ef- 
fect a cut would have on 
attendance procedures. 


Counselors maintain 
their programs keep stu- 
dents in school and allow 
the district to rétain more 
state Average Daily At- 
tendance (ADA) funds. 


“A reduction (in coun- 
Seling services) will be 
counterproductive in the 
search for additional rev- 
enue,’’ said Dale Mce- 
Keon, a counselor at 
Montclair High. 

McKeon said only 59 





percent of the freshmen 
who entered district 
schools in 1977 graduated 
in 1981. 


“That’s an awful lot of 
room in which to work,”’’ 
he said, referring to the 
potential for increased 
ADA 
John Goodley, a parent, 
said it would be difficult 
to assign a dollar value to 
a counselor’s work. 

“The cost of a counselor 
is easily computable,”’ he 
said. ‘“‘However, the bene- 
fits cannot be measured 
in terms of dollars and 
cents. 

“(A cutback) would 
Save money,” he added, 
“but in the long run it’s 
the students who will pay 
the price.” / 
The board was also told 
that counselors are able 
to keep students ‘‘off the 


street’? and out of other. 


social service agencies. 
Poor attendance, said 
Alta Loma principal Ray 
Rayburn, is a symptom 
of a problem that counse- 
lors are trained to deal 
with. 

Classified employees 
such as secretaries could. 
take over some of the 
attendance duties, Mc- 
Keon said, but would be 
unable to help a student 
with attendance prob- 
lems. : 


But schools can survive 
without counselors, said 
Chaffey High’s assistant 
principal Glenn Fisher. 

‘In 1950 there were no 
counselors and the stu- 
dents came to school,’’ he 
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said. ‘““My guess is that 
parents want their stu- 
dents to get an education 
whether we have counse- 
lors or not.” . 

Trustee Charles Uhalley 
disagreed.

plex today,’ he said. 
‘There are more de- 
mands upon the school.”

As Pettiford points out, 
PAs can benefit both pa- 
tients and doctors.

Training programs for 
PAs are offered in 29 
states. Most are prepara- 
tory programs similiar to 
USC’s.

Exercise IS a good | 
way to lose weight

Some misconceptions persist throughout the 
country about the relation between exercise and 
weight loss. ; 

One is that it takes a great deal of time and effort 
to use up enough calories to affect your weight. 
Another is that exercise increases your appetite and 
thus can lead to weight gain instead of loss. _ 

Neither is true, according to the President’s 
Council on Physical Fitness and Sports. 

The truth is it takes very little exercise to make 
the difference between gaining weight and losing it. 
For example, 100 calories a day more than neces- 
sary (equal to about one slice of bread) could add up 
to 10 pounds of fat in a year. 


But a mile of vigorous walking each day (which 
should take less than 20 minutes) would mean a loss 
of about 10 pounds per year. Tie the increase in 
rcise to a slight reduction in calories and it could 
mean a significant weight loss with minimal effort, 
the council says. 

And increasing exercise should not increase the 
appetite. After vigorous exercise, a lean person 
might eat more to replace the calories used, but an 
obese person does not react the same way, accord- 
ing to the council. 

Since calories used in exercise come primarily 
from body fat, the overweight person will not 
usually find that exercise stimulates the appetite, 
the council said. 


What sort of exercise program is right? Health 
authorities recommend regular activity that uses 
many parts of the body and is strenuous enough to 
tax the muscles and produce a sense of healthy 


fatigue. 
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Following is a county-by-county list of waters in 
Southern California that the Department of Fish and 
Game stock with catchable-size trout.

From Fawnskin, 
go north past Hanna Flat Campground 1’ miles to 
Holcomb Creek crossing on Forest Road 3N14. 
Stocked in beaver pond areas from there 
downstream six miles to Crab Flat Road (3N16). 


Throwback to Elizabethan age 


The Elizabethan delight in pageantry and 
spectale comes to life at The Renaissance Pleasure 
Faire, returning to the Paramount Ranch in Agoura, 
weekends, May 1 through June 6, including 
Memorial Day. 

Music, dance, drama and entertainment 
flourished in England as never before during Queen 
Elizabeth I’s 45-year reign. Now, almost 450 years 
later, a few thousand Californians, dressed in the 
tatters of the peasant as well as the laces and 
velvets of the gentry, are recreating those lusty and 
lavish days of Good Queen Bess — bringing history 
to life. 

At The Renaissance Faire games involve both 
spectator and player, young and old. Youngsters can 
toss a ring around a unicorn’s horn or slay a dragon. 
There are monks to dunk, rope ladders to climb, 
juggling secrets to discover, archery and fencing to 
try. 
Starring amongst this year’s games is the new 
‘“‘Peggoting the Toad.” Elizabethan urchins put a 
live frog on a board, then struck the board to see 
how far the frog would fly in the air. If it jumped 
off, they lost. At the Faire a giant, foot-long stuffed 
frog is placed on a board. When the board is banged 
with a mallet, the frog shoots nearly 15 feet up and 
20 feet forward toward a large pond with ‘“‘lily pads”’ 
in it. Those who land a frog on a lily pad win a 
beautiful, hand-crafted frog; losers win a rubber 
wart, which custom decrees must be worn on cheek 
or nose for the remainder of the Faire. 

Theater at the Faire is sometimes a spectator 
sport and sometimes involves total immersion in the 
action, with members of the audience being invited 
to don a costume, learn a line, or mimic a move in 
an English folk drama. Craftspeople, merchants and 
street players involve the Faire-goer in Elizabethan 
banter, and colorful guild parades and processions 
weave their way through marketplace and byway 
with bagpipes, horns and joyous singing. In perhaps

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Regional parks total 4,300 acres 


The San Bernardino County Regional Parks 
Department has eight regional parks which 
encompass over 4,300 acres and stretch from the 
base of the San Gabriel Mountains to the shores of 
the Colorado Rivers. 

The park system starts in the county’s western 
region near Chino with Prado. here, 1,200 acres of 
hills, eucalyptus groves, group and individual picnic 
spots, a 56-acre lake and overnight camping 
facilities await visitors. Hiking and riding trails 
weave throughout the park and across the street are 
two golf courses. 

Up the road from Prado is Cucamonga-Guasti 
Regional Park. Located across from the Ontario 
International Airport, Cucamonga-Guasti has fishing 
for trout and catfish, turf areas, picnic spots with 
barhecues and tables and a %4-acre sand-bottom 
swim lagoon. 

Journeying towards Cajon Pass, the recreation- 
minded will find Glen Helen Park. Situated at the 
base of the San Bernardino Mountains, Glen Helen is 
a 500-acre facility including fishing, camping, a 
raised platform, self-guided natural trail, picnic 
spots for groups and individuals and an equestrian 
center. 

The fourth park, Mojave Narrows, is located near 
Victorville and has two lakes stocked regularly with 
trout and catfish, picnic spots, overnight camping, 
play areas and a nature trail.

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Death Valley

FURNACE CREEK, Death Valley — When the 
moon came up over the eastern mountains, big as a 
dinner plate, a chorus of sound from the desert rose 
to greet it. 

We sat up in our bed, wide-eyed in the darkness. 

‘“‘What’s that?”’ 

“Coyotes. The moon drives them crazy.” 

Crazy or not, they were coyotes, all right, 
yapping, baying, mooning like creatures possessed 
by some heavenly force. One took up the moon cry, 
mt another, then what must have been a half 
-dozen. 

It went on in its awful racket for perhaps 10 
minutes before it tailed away, not to be heard for 
the rest of the night. 

Such is life in Death Valley, that 100-mile-long 

_ chunk of real estate which is one of the Earth’s most 
_ lifeless places. 

_ Yet, as moonlight nights can attest, there is life 

- even in places where only 1% inches of rain falls in 

, a year. 

Death Valley lures true lovers of the desert, 

: enough so that the government long ago created a 
National Monument to protect the area.

New plans at Yosemite 


FRESNO (AP) — Yosemite National Park’s 
concessionaire broke ground last week for an office 
and distribution center in Fresno as part of a long- 
term effort to remove non-essential facilities from 
Yosemite Valley. 

The park’s master plan calls for relocation of 
Yosemite Park & Curry Co. offices and warehouses 
to the park’s periphery at El Portal to restore 
Yosemite Valley to as natural a state as possible. 

But Curry decided instead to relocate 50 miles 
south of the park at Fresno in the San Joaquin 
Valley where transportation connections, labor force 
and access to vendors are better, said President Ed 
Hardy. 

“TY am delighted with the action being taken by 
the Yosemite Park and Curry Co. to move some of 
its facilities and staff to Fresno,” said Park 
Superintendent Robert O. Binnewies. “The move 
makes good business sense for the company and 
excellent environmental sense for Yosemite.”’ 

The company will build facilities for employ- 
ment, reservations, purchasing and warehousing on

Because it’s a vast almost waterless area, one 
where it’s easy to get lost, to be deceived by 
shimmering mirages, where summer temperatures 
have topped 130 degrees.

Late storms delight snow skiers

MAMMOTH MOUNTAIN — A woman on the 
chairlift shivered in the 25-degree chill, obviously 
underdressed in a light sweater and vest. “I came 
up here for sunshine,”’ she said. “This is April, for 
crying out loud.” 

Fifteen feet of snow had piled up on the ground; 
most upper runs were closed because of avalanche 
danger, and yet another blizzard was billowing over 
the Sierra Nevada. , 

What happened to spring? 

There was Ray Hungerford, manager at 
Mammoth Sierra condominiums, shoveling out his 
parking lot and wondering about the snowed-in cars 
in back. ‘“‘We might never get to see any green on 
the mountain this year,’’ he said. ‘‘This snow could 
last us through to next winter.” 

Kids were sledding down huge snow banks to the 
resort lodge’s parking lot. Residents dug tunnels 
through 12-foot drifts to get into their homes. Chair 
lifts barely glided over the snow in some areas, 
where normal clearance was several feet. 

No one wanted this storm; any new snow would 
be superfluous. Mammoth, that enormous ski resort 
on the eastern Sierra Nevada, already had enough of 
the white stuff to last through its traditional closing 
on July 4. 

More than 400 inches had fallen through the 
season, enough to rival the 25-year record set during 
1969’s terrible blizzards. 

It was time for T-shirts, suntans and picnics on 
top of the mountain. Time to put away the long 
underwear and the goggles. 

Rumor had it that two, then four, then nine more 
feet of snow was due to fall in the next three days. 
Out-of-towners scrambled for home while the roads 
still were clear; locals waited for sunshine in the 
bar. 

Mammoth’s main lodge practically was deserted 
when the storm rolled in Sunday morning, a week 
ago. The few skiers out there in the white-out found 
short waits for lifts, even though only five of the 
area’s 24 were operating. 

But as one local chortled on his way to the 
slopes: ‘‘Only fools and flatlanders try to predict the 
weather around here.” Sure enough, skies cleared 
by mid-afternoon, and despite the cold wind, skiing 
on the fresh powder was glorious. | 

Nine inches — not feet — fell Sunday; another 
three inches dropped Tuesday. During the entire, 10- 
day storm that ended in the middle of last week, 
perhaps three feet hit Mammoth Mountain. 

At no time did the storm rage as fiercely as it did 
in the Tahoe area, 150 miles to the north, although 
rumors to that effect kept crowds down to about half 
of what they otherwise would have been. 

Ski patrolmen threw explosives and shot off 
howitzers through the week to blast away dangerous 
chunks of snow before skiers used the slopes. (One 
patrolman, Carl] Ching, was injured seriously in an 
avalanche on safety patrol. He is reported in fair 
condition). 

By late last week, snow was stable and all runs 
were open, said chief of patrol Gary Reitman. With 
a base depth of 196 inches, and a fluffy foot of 
frosting, Mammoth should have excellent skiing 
conditions through May. 

“We usually get a foot or so in April or May,” 
said Reitman. “It’s notoriously the best snow we get 
all year. I don’t know why, but it’s a real light — 
powder. It’s a shame. People lose interest, and it’s 
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the best skiing of the year.” 

Temperatures still are unpleasantly below 

freezing level, but by the end of the month, warmth 

‘probably will be the rule. Avalanches will be a 
danger long past; sunburns and snowblindness, 
caused by strong sun at high altitude, will be the 
new worries... 

“Our biggest problem is people skiing without 
sunglasses and burning their eyes,’’ said Reitman. 
“Quality sunglasses are really important. 

“People also tend to discard their clothing; 
sometimes they strip down to their shorts and bikini 
tops. When they fall, and they do fall, they usually 

end up looking like a peeled raspberry.” 





Reitman recommended wearing a light windshirt 
and pants whenever skiing in the spring. Save the 
tanning for the sundeck. 


Aside from the comfort of warmer weather, 
skiing in the spring also can be less expensive and 
more accessible. 


Throughout winter, a month’s notice is needed to 
reserve a quality condominium. After Easter, one 
usually can be found days before a visit. “In April, 
we’re about 50 percent booked. In May, it’s probably 
33 percent,” said Karen Jones, at Mammoth Lakes 
Reservation Bureau. ‘‘It slows down quite a lot after 
Easter.”

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Catalina center 
of monumental 
power struggle

SACRAMENTO — A battle between small boat 
owners and large corporations striving to take 
control of mooring rights at Catalina Island will 
move to the Assembly Ways and Means Committee 
the first week in May. The outcome of the fight 
could establish state policy for setting prices for 
leases to state-owned marine lands around every 
offshore California island. 

The legislation, AB 2475, which would, in effect, 
give the Santa Catalina Island Company — tradition- 
al lessee for the 729 mooring sites at issue on the 
offshore island popular with boaters — the “first 
right of refusal’’ after the State Lands Commission 
sets a “‘fair lease price” for the mooring rights. 

Opponents of the legislation, who are heavily 
lobbying against the measure, charge that it repre- 
sents ‘‘a legislative end-run around the Lands 
Commission.’’ Previously, the Commission had de- 
cided to grant a renewal of the 15-year Catalina 
lease to the Island Company subject to termination 
annually during the first three years in the event the 
commission decided to seek new bids following 
solution of environmental problems in connection 
with the lease issue. The fight against the measure 
is being pushed by competitors to the Island 
Company, including Catalina Marine Services Corp., 
a subsidiary of Trans Pacific Industries, which is a 
holding company for Pioneer Chicken, Orange Whip, 
the town of Blue Jay at Lake Arrowhead, and 
Arrowhead Savings & Loan. Former Los Angeles 
County Sheriff Peter Pitches is president and 
chairman of the firm. 

The Island Company, on the other hand, was a 
firm under the control of the Wrigley chewing gum 
family for 50 years until it recently gave a majority 
interest to the University of Southern California. 

AB 2475 was authored by Assemblyman Gerald 
Felando, R-Torrance and San Pedro, who said that 
the bill was sought by BOAT, Inc. (Boat Owners 
Associated Together) in an appeal to him last 
December 22. Felando firmly denied allegations that 
the measure is being sponsored by the Island 
Company which is a campaign contributor to 
Felando’s re-election campaign. ‘“‘The Island Com- 
pany was as shocked as anyone else when I 
introduced my bill,’ Felando said.

OCEANSIDE — “The body and the 
spirit both need recreation and rest,’ 
said the priest.

Layered clothing secret 
in packing for ski trip 


BRECKENRIDGE, Colo. (AP) — 
Travel light for a vacation at a ski 
resort, advises a director of a ski 
association who says that most people 
take twice as much clothing as they 
will actually use. 


The key word in planning your ward- 
robe is “layers,” says Fritz Opel, of 
the Ski the Summit Association, which 
includes Breckenridge, Keystone-Ara- 
pahoe Basin and Copper Mountain 
Colorado ski resorts. 


“Dress in layers and, if in doubt, 
wear more clothing on the hill than you 
think you’ll need,” he says. “You can 
always strip down and store clothes in 
base lodge lockers as the day warms 
up. 

“Dressing in many thin layers helps 
withstand cold temperatures and wind 
chill,” he adds. “Like the storm win- 
dows at home, each layer entraps air, 
creating dead space to insulate against 
cold.” 


Opel favors outerwear with down 
insulation, which he points out is 
warm, light and soft. 

“‘There’s no need to bring more than 
two sweaters and two or three turtle- 
necks,’”’ he says. “For maximum 
warmth, a 100-percent-wool sweater is 
generally preferred over acrylic 
blends. And it’s best to have 100 
percent cotton next to your body; its 
wicking properties help to draw mois- 
ture from the skin.”

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Commericals 
help finance 
rehabilitation

GRANTS PASS, Ore. — Dave Siddon is at once 
the Florence Nightingale and Lowell Thomas for 
animals of the wild. 

Siddon, an imposing man with a shock of white 
hair, has for about 40 years nursed, photographed 
and filmed wild animals around the world. 

On six acres some 12 miles west of this southern 
Oregon town, Siddon is almost always nursing about 
two dozen maimed, crippled or battered wild birds 
that came out the worse in meetings with man and 
nature. 

But one of his healthy birds, a magnificent red- 
tailed hawk named Happy, has picked up Siddon’s 
fascination with film. 

Happy has performed in dozens of commercials 
for Siddon, most notably as the bird that alights on 
the Buick logo in commercials as a symbol of that 
company’s ‘‘free spirit.” 

Siddon also has used his birds in commercials for 
a wood products company, banks, an_ aircraft 
company, beer brewers, airlines and an after-shave 
company. 

But he funnels money from commercials into his 
non-profit venture to rehabilitate wild animals and 
educate the public about their fragile existence on 
earth. 

Siddon started filming the California condor in 
the 1940s when the massive bird was approaching 
the fringes of extinction. 

In the 1960s, he sold some footage on a hawk in 
flight to a California savings and loan company. But 
he got mixed results from other commercial 
projects in those years. 

In the early 1970s, he moved here from California 
and filmed a feature about an eagle, a cougar, a 
coyote and a little boy who returned to the wild. It

Filming has taken Siddon to Africa with Olivia 
Newton-John, where they released a cheeta. He has 
gone to Alaska, where he lived with Eskimos for six 
months, and to London, where he did a show with 
the late Dr. Louis Leakey, the noted archeologist 
and anthropologist. 

But the 50-year-old Siddon has been trying to get 
away from the filming to concentrate on traveling 
education programs about the fragility of wildlife’s 
environment. 

He has federal permits that allow him to 
rehabilitate injured birds and animals brought to 
him by wildlife officers. 

Siddon has treated about 370 birds and animals a 
year for the past 20 years. He invariably ends up 
each year with about a dozen too sick, maimed or 
tame to release in the wild. 

Sometimes, they are good specimens for his 
traveling education shows. Now, he has two shows 
on the road. One includes an eagle, a red-tailed 
hawk, a long-eared owl and an American kestrel. 

Another features vanishing species, in which he 
uses similar species as examples. One of them is a 
European ferret, a weasel-like critter that is consid- 
ered one of the most dangerous in the United States.

leases, the costs have to be passed on to the boaters. 

“‘Now a small boater can go over there and moor 
for $10 or $12 a night. That’s a reasonable vacation. 
But then Wrather Corp and others tried to grab the 
lease away from the Island Company which has 
always kept the fees very small to the small 
boaters. 

“So, I decided that the way to insure that 
something like that doesn’t happen is to introduce a 
bill that requires that no matter what the conditions 
of the lease are, the upland owner must be given the 
first right of refusal and have 120 days in which to 
make a decision. 

‘“‘The state has never paid any of its lease money 
back into additional recreation on the island, and I 
don’t think the state should be in the position to 
squeeze the public in their recreation. God knows, 
things are tight enough as it is.” 

On the other hand, Felando added, ‘‘why would a 
corporation want to bid $150,000 or $200,000 or 
$300,000 for lease rights unless they intended to 
make a handsome profit on it?”’ 

His bill, which would allow the Lands Commis- 
sion to establish a fair lease price, would stave off a

When the Lands Commission awarded a new 
lease for the Catalina mooring rights to the Island 
Company last month for an annual sum of $125,000 
or 20 per cent of gross revenues, whichever is 
higher, it inserted a clause permitting the state to 
escape from the contract in the first three years if it 
wanted to award the lease to another bidder. 
Commissioners Ken Cory, state controller, and 
David Ackerman, sitting in for Lieutenant Governor 
Mike Curb, insisted on the stipulation after they said 
they were unprepared to determine what action 
would be in the best interest of the state when the 
Island Company’s previous lease expired Dec. 31.

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Disc industry finds itself in spin

Ed Funkhouser, a computer programmer, is 
building his music collection for a fraction of the 
cost paid by most record and tape consumers. 

A customer of a rent-a-record shop, Funkhouser 
rents records for $2 each a day, takes them home 
and tapes them on his own stereo equipment. 

Since he started renting and taping records 


:; instead of buying them six months ago, he estimates 


that he has saved up to $100. 

“It gives me the opportunity to listen to many 
more albums than I could ever afford at retail 
prices,” said Funkhouser, 37, while rummaging 
through record bins at Off the Record in San Diego. 

Under his arm were recordings by the Talking 
Heads, OMD, Soft Cell and Lou Reed — all 
neers he was planning to rent and then tape at 

ome. 

Besides the rental fee, his only other cost is for a 
blank tape. He buys blank 90-minute casette tapes — 
which hold up to two albums of music each — for $2 
to $3 apiece. ‘“‘Renting and taping a record costs me 
a total of under $4,” he estimated. “It’s very 
reasonable.”’ 

Although a boon to music lovers, the burgeoning 
rent-a-record phenomenon is putting a warp in the 
style of the record industry. 

Within the past year, it is estimated by record 
industry observers, more than two dozen shops in 
New York and one dozen shops in Los Angeles 
specializing in record rentals have opened — includ- 
ing some that also sell them. 

“It’s an insidious practice,” said Robert Altshu- 
ler, a vice president at Columbia Records in New 
York. “The ultimate end of these activities is that 
the artists, music publishers and record companies 
are being deprived of their royalties.” 

Whether it is illegal to tape a rented record 
remains in dispute, he said. However, he estimated 
that the record industry is losing nearly $3 billion a 
year in revenue to the home taping industry. 

“The record manufacturer is able to stay in 
business because of the volume of records that are

sold,’’ Altshuler said. ‘“Rental policies could cause a 
sales slowdown that would jeapordize the entire 
future of the industry.” 

At Off the Record, a record sales store located on 
El Cajon Boulevard that has been renting records 
since last summer, rental volume is definitely up. 

Initially, the shop offered rentals only on new 
releases, but, by popular demand, soon opened up 
its entire stock to the rental trade. 

The shop now rents up to 80 albums every week, 
at rates of $2 per day for new releases (up to three 
months old), $3 for older, hard-to-get recordings and 
$5 for albums imported from Great Britain, Japan 
and West Germany. 

‘“‘We feel that we’re providing a needed service to 
our customers,” said Larry Farkas, 31, who runs Off

the Record with his partner Rich Horowitz, 28. 
“We're introducing them to new records that they 
wouldn’t necessarily want to lay out $7 or $8 for.”’ 

Another rent-a-record shop, Trip Imports, rents 
the top 50 albums for $1 a day each. 

Trip rents an average of about 10 to 15 records a 
week. “We really don’t make a lot of money renting 
records,” said a clerk at the shop, adding that many 
of the customers are not necessarily taking the 
rental records home to tape. ‘They tell us that 
they’re either in a band or that they’re forming a 
band and they just want to listen to some new music 
and learn the songs and the words.” 

“They could probably lean on our distributors if 
they wanted to,” said Off the Records’ Farkas, who 
emphasized that renting records is legal,

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Farmland considered a fast dwindling resource

California has lost 1.5 million acres of agricultur- 
al land in the last decade, and urban development 
continues to replace farms at a rate distressing to 
some experts. 

Congressman George E. Brown Jr., D-36th Dis- 
trict, held a hearing Friday for the House Subcom- 
mittee on Department Operations, Research and 
Foreign Agriculture at Ontario City Hall to explore 
ways of retaining prime agricultural land. 

Brown noted that throughout the nation some 3 
million acres of farmland — about the size of 
Connecticut —- are taken out of production annually. 

Referring to the western parts of San Bernardino 
and Riverside counties, he said, ‘‘I think everyone 
recognizes that the demographic and other develop- 
ment pressures in this area are already quite 
pronounced. 

“Hence, the difficulty in forging a local consen- 
sus on an equitable approach to protecting agricul- 
tural land in this region may well exceed that 
encountered by other local communities across the 
country.” 

Jan Denton, director of the California Depart- 
ment of Conservation, noted that California is the 
leading agricultural state with some $14 billion in 
sales annually and provides a quarter of the nation’s 
food and half of its fruits and vegetables. 

However, she added, ‘Even with today’s high 
interest rates, farmland in California is being 
converted at the rate of 75,000 to 100,000 acres a 
year. 

‘“‘We question how long California can continue to 
convert its best farmland before we begin to weaken 
our ability to meet the food and fiber needs of this 
country and the world. And it is questionable public 
policy to continue to assume that technological 
advances and unlimited new land will continue to 
compensate for farmland losses.” 

Denton noted that her department is in charge of 
the nation’s first statewide farmland mapping and 
monitoring program. The program is aimed at 
identifying prime agricultural land and then keeping 
track of losses and additions with computer models. 

Richard Rominger, director of the state Depart- 
ment of Food and Agriculture, noted that most 
California towns and cities are located on the best 
agricultural lands. 

“They started out as farming communities and 
have grown in size, swallowing up the land which 
gave them their reason for existence.” 

The state’s Williamson Act allows farmers to 
enter contracts with local governments setting up 
agricultural preserves to keep land in farming in 
exchange for lower property taxes. Both Denton and 
Rominger said the act is still useful in retaining 
farmlands, despite the comparatively smaller tax 
break since Proposition 13 limited property taxes in 
1978. 

Brown wrote part of the 1981 Farm Bill calling 
upon the U.S. Department of Agriculture to provide 
technical assistance and information to states and 
local governments on agricultural land conversion. 

He noted the bill contains a policy statement on 
the importance of preserving prime farmlands. The 
continuing hearings by the subcommittee he chairs 
are exploring the need for ‘‘stronger tools” than just

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a policy statement, he added. 
Brown said those’ amendments could take a 
couple of years. 
However, Denton pointed out a more pressing 
concern for California. 


“We feel the federal government has. failed to 
articulate a clear and decisive national soil and 


water conservation policy that is specifically respon- 


sive to California’s needs,” she said. 


Denton said a recently proposed federal program 
on soil and water conservation fails to address 
farmland conversion and regional problems, such as 
soil salinity in California. ; 


She said officials of the U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service in Washington are still following policies 
started in the ‘“‘dust bowl era.” Distribution of funds 
is not adequately tied to future agricultural produ 
tivity, she said. : - 


Brown said, “I want to alleviate any possibility 
that we’re getting shafted in the distribution of 
federal funds.” 
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Local Supervisor Robert Townsend headed a 
panel including Ontario Mayor Robert Ellingwood. 
Walt Wells of the county administrative office 
reviewed a recent study encouraging retention of 
dairies in the Chino area. 


Rominger called for increased use of buffer areas 
between agricultural and urban developments, legis- 
lation to help farmers avoid nuisance suits over 
insects and odors, and a closer examination of 
federal grants and loans that sometimes aid urbani- 
zation at the expense of agriculture.
